Interview Summary 

Applicant agreed to amend the claims to place the claims in the present tense, to 
fix confusing language, and to fix antecedent basis problems. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not teach or fairly suggest a method of forming a porous pipe wherein the 
polymer after being extruded, is ground and portions of it are placed in water while 
portions remain dry, such portions then being extruded together to form a porous pipe. 
While Ligon, Sr. et al.(U.S. Patent 6,398,997) suggests soaking the polymer, it soaks all 
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the chopped polymer rather than only a portion of it. In Mason(U.S. Patent 4,616,055) 
all the pellets are formed by chopping the extruded material in a water bath, the pellets 
then being de-humidified rather than soaking a portion of ground pellets. In DeMello et 
al.(U.S. Patent 5,607,629) the water is injected into the barrel of the extruder rather 
than being present in the pellets before they are melted by the extruder.
